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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kronenberger (US 6,370,696). Kronenberger illustrates (Fig. 1) a hat comprising a 

crown having an exposed external surface extending in a inverted cup shape having a 

front, a rear, a right side, and a left side, the crown futher comprising a surface for 

embracing the wearers head, the crown can be divided into a front/right side octant, a 

right side/front octant, a right side/rear octant, a rear/right side octant, a front /left side 

octant, a left side/front octant, a left side/rear octant, and a rear/left side octant. 

Kronenberger illustrates (Fig. 1 ) a brim projecting from the visor. Kronenberger 

illustrates (Fig. 5) the crown having a top opening from which the head projects. 

Kronenberger illustrates throughout the figures that logos and information can be placed 

on the hat. It would have been obvious to place logs/information on the cap as it 

provides no structural limitations to the cap. In re Seid, 161 F.2d 229. 73 USPQ 431 

(CCPA 1947) deals with a advertising display device comprising a bottle and a hollow 

member in the shape of a human figure from the waist up which was adapted to fit over 

and cover the neck of the bottle, wherein the hollow member and the bottle together 

give the impression of the human body. Appellant argued that certain limitations in the 
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upper part of the body, including the arrangement of the arms were not taught in the 
prior art. The court found that matters relating to ornamentation only, which have no 
mechanical function, cannot be relied upon to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Loeffelholz (US 6,175,963), Duncan (US 5,556,135), Mostert (US 
5,452,479), Zumbiel (US 5,410,760), and Ahn (US 6,789,267) show the state of the art.
